Flu awakening 

With flu season looming, officials warn it’s too soon to dismiss virus 


Associated Press 

The most pivotal moments in the swine flu 
saga are yet to come. 

Will it sweep through impoverished 
Southern Hemisphere countries in the next 
few months? Will it roar back in the rest of the 
world in the fall? And who will be vaccinated 
if it does? 

It’s not clear if this new swine flu strain is a 
brush fire, sparking up around the globe only 
to fizzle, or if it will worsen when the regular 
influenza season hits. 

No matter how this story ends, at the very ^ 
least it has offered a real-world drill to find 
gaps in the playbook, 

“WeVe been given an opportunity to take a look at this 
before it really got bad, and we need to,” said Dr, Michael 
Osterholm of the University of Minnesota, a prominent pan- 
demic flu specialist, “We better damn well do it now because 
one day we are going to really be in it for more than a week. If 
it’s not this virus, there will still be another one,” 

A different virus was the world’s wake-up call, SARS (severe 
acute respiratory syndrome) started in China, and once it 
broke out of the mainland in early 2003, it took just weeks to 
infect more than 8,000 people from 37 countries. 


Governments started scrambling to put 
together plans to handle the next global dis- 
ease threat. Had the new swine flu hit sooner, 
before all that pandemic planning, it almost 
certainly would have spread faster. Even if it 
proves no more dangerous than garden-variety 
flu. What happens to all those antiflu medi- 
cines that were shipped to US, states but not 
used? They’re waiting, under guard, in case 
they’re needed come fall. Then there’s the 
vaccine dilemma. 

Makers could be told to start brewing doses 
in a few weeks. But that will take months and 
require testing, led by the US,, of initial shots 
to see if they induce immunity, with one dose or two, and 
seem safe, 

F the vaccine is ordered, would developing countries get a 
fair share? The W)rld Health Organization is calling vaccine 
makers together in late May to push for fair access. Regardless, 
any shots will come too late for the Southern Hemisphere, 
where influenza season is about to start, 

“The thing that’s keeping me up at night right now is that 
feeling of dodging the bullet, in the sense that people are tak- 
ing a sigh of relief too soon,” said Dr, Richard Besser, acting 
chief of the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention,

In this new era of skyrocketing meter rates, 
at least one man found a way to park his 
car for hours in a traffic-clogged neighbor- 
hood without having to spend a pocketful 
of quarters. 

If that makes you angry take a deep breath. 
He works for a City Council member. 

Zodak Ithnan, an aide to Aid. Thomas 
Tunney infuriated neighbors in Lakeview 
by parking at an expired meter thanks to an 
“Official 44th Ward Business” placard he 
displayed on the dashboard. 

While Tbnan worked for hours Friday 
at Tunney’s constituent service office on 
Belmont Avenue, his Lincoln Town Car 
remained parked nearby at an unfed meter 
on Seminary Avenue. 

After Tbnan left work for the day, the 
Tribune notified Tunney, who said he had 
not provided his assistant with the plac- 
ard and was unaware of its existence until 
Friday 

“We don’t have any official 44th Ward 
business signs. I don’t even have one,” said 
Tunney one of 40 aldermen who voted late 
last year to raise parking rates as part of the 
$1.2 billion lease of the city’s meter system 
to a private company ‘Anybody should be 
ticketed for a meter violation.” 

Asked about the placard, Yonan replied 
that he did not think he had done anything 
wrong. 

“Nobody gave it to me. I made it,” he 
told the Tribune. “I’ve worked for the alder- 
man’s office for 25 years. We’re so busy in 
the office, sometimes you forget to put the 
money in. The sign is there for the meter 
maids to know. There’s no problem with 
that.” 

Tbnan’s homemade placard features the 
Chicago city seal. 

Told that city ordinance forbids unau- 
thorized use of the seal— and that neigh- 
bors had complained to the Tribune — Tbnan 
reversed his stance. 

“If they don’t like it. I’ll take it off,” he 
said. “Tbu’re right. I’ll stop doing it.” 

Tbnan is paid by the city as a contract 
employee, working about 100 hours a 
month in Tunney’s office for $10 an hour. 


Trouble in the bedroom 


Sleeping problems can be dangerous, and that’s awakening a new medical trend

Until recently Emmanuel Michael thought his 
unusual sleep patterns were nothing more than 
amusing quirks. 

In college, he once woke up from a library 
snooze to find a note on his chest complaining 
about his loud snoring. On lunch breaks, the 
database programmer would eat quickly so he 
could also take a half-hour nap. 

But when he read online about sleep disor- 
ders, Michael discovered that his snoring and 
daytime drowsiness might be a sign of sleep 
apnea— a disorder that interrupts a sleeping 
person’s breathing, sometimes dozens of times 
a night— and that his health might be at risk. 

“The thing that was striking and really fright- 
ening was if you do have sleep apnea, you run 
the risk of higher possibility of heart disease, 
high blood pressure and diabetes,” said Michael, 
29, of Chicago. “I’m not going to let my sleep be 
the thing that does me in.” 

Y)ung and otherwise healthy, Michael is 
among a growing number of people who are 
turning to doctors to solve their problems with 
sleep — a surge fueled in part by economic woes 
that are stressing out an already sleep-deprived 
nation. 

But doctors say people also are becom- 
ing more aware of the relationship between 
adequate sleep and overall health, as medical 


WAKE UP 

When sleep disturbances persist for more 
than a few days without an external cause 
such as medication or stress, doctors suggest 
a consultation at a sleep clinic. Issues to watch 
for include: 

» A tendency to fall asleep quickly and often 
during routine activities. 

» Persistent daytime drowsiness. 

» Frequent daytime naps. 

» Loud snoring (louder than talking or audible 
in the next room). 

» Waking often during the night. 

» Waking too early in the morning. 

» Difficulty falling asleep once awake. 

» A strong urge to move legs while sitting or 
lying down. 

» Interruptions in breathing during sleep (as 
observed by someone else). 

studies uncover additional reasons to get a full 
night’s rest. 

The result is a rapidly expanding business in 
sleep medicine, with a host of new sleep centers 
opening around the Chicago area where poor 
sleepers can be hooked up to machines that 
help diagnose their troubles while they try to 
rest. 

In the latest twist to the business, some cen- 
ters are now offering the tests in hotel-style 
rooms featuring amenities designed to put visi- 


tors at ease: comfortable beds, flat-screen TVs 
and private bathrooms with travel-size cosmet- 
ics. 

Michael’s tests were performed in a new, 
hotel-style clinic opened by the University of 
Chicago earlier this year. Other centers put up 
patients in hotels or even provide take-home 
equipment that can record subjects’ sleep pat- 
terns in their own beds. 

Some experts, however, say the new offer- 
ings may erode quality of care while increasing 
costs. 

Sleep testing, called polysomnography, tradi- 
tionally takes place in a hospital room, where a 
sleeping patient is videotaped while brain activ- 
ity heart rate, respiration and blood-oxygen lev- 
els are measured. In another room, a technician 
watches. 

But the equipment is often uncomfortable, 
with more than a dozen wires and sensors 
attached to a patient’s head, nose, chest and 
legs. 

After being recorded as having 40 breath- 
ing interruptions per hour— a very high rate — 
Michael went home with one of the machines. 
Three days later, he said, he was sleeping better 
than he had thought possible. 

“It sheds light on the past 10 years of my 
life, why I was a little more lazy than usual,” he 
chuckled.

Fresh from a media blitz in New 'York, Drew 
Peterson’s attorney said Sunday that he will push 
to reduce the $20 million bail currently set for 
the former Bolingbrook police officer accused of 
murdering his third wife, and may look to have 
the trial moved out of Will County 

Speaking to reporters at O’Hare, attorney 
Joel Brodsky said he will file a motion to request 
a “more reasonable” bail of between $500,000 
and $i million in advance of Peterson’s next 
court appearance on May 18. 

If reduced to $500,000, Brodsky said 
Peterson could post the necessary bond to 
be released from jail while the criminal case 
against him unfolds. 

“If Drew was going to run, he had ample 
opportunity in the last 18 months to do that. He 
didn’t run. He’s not going to run,” Brodsky said. 

And while Brodsky said the first step is to get 
Peterson out of jail, he also said his legal team 
is weighing the pros and cons of leaving the 
high-profile case on local territory He said the 
intensity of the local coverage may have colored 
people’s views on the case. 

“Elsewhere in the country ... people have less 
strong opinions about Drew,” he said. 

Brodsky said he planned to visit the Will 
County Jail and speak with Peterson, who is 
segregated from the general jail population. 

On the agenda to discuss: Peterson’s comments 
about his spiffy jail outfit and the “bling” of his 
restraints. Brodsky described the wise cracks as 
Peterson’s way of coping with stress. 


SMOOTH SAILING 

Although 97 percent of the projects involve street 
resurfacings, four lucky streets will undergo full 
reconstruction that are designed to last at least 
20 years before repairs are needed:

miles of Chicago arterial streets through 2010. 

Normally about 35 miles of city arterials are 
resurfaced each year. But only a few miles were 
done last year and in 2007, according to the 
Chicago Department of Transportation. 


That’s because state funding dried up after 2006, 
with the one major exception being about $6 mil- 
lion that the Illinois Department ofTransportation 
provided last year to resurface a scarred section of 
North Lake Shore Drive, from Irving Park Road 
to Foster Avenue. 

The more immediate good news is that the city 
on Friday began seeking bids for several dozen 
projects that will use $86 million in federal eco- 
nomic stimulus funding. 

Dozens of resurfacing projects will get under 
way once the state provides Chicago the $42 mil- 
lion for roadwork contained in the recently passed 
mini-capital bill. 

That money will leverage about $150 million in 
federal highway funding for additional resurfac- 
ings, officials said.

5 reasons to check out the 
Art Institute’s new wing

Nine years in the making and it finally opens 
Saturday: the Art Institute of Chicago’s 264,000- 
square-foot Modern Wing. It’s dubbed one of the 
biggest architectural additions in the city, and we 
couldn’t resist boiling it down to five things we 
can’t wait to check out. 


1. Terzo Piano 

Forget the plastic-wrapped sandwiches and 
bottled juices you find at lesser museum cafes. 
Celebrated Chicago chef Tony Mantuano is in 
charge at the Modern Wing’s sleek third-floor 
restaurant, Terzo Piano (159 E. Monroe St. 312- 
443-8650). And while the 160-seat spot is far 
more casual than Mantuano’s white-tablecloth 
Italian sensation Spiaggia (980 N. Michigan 
Ave.), you’ll still be lunching on sandwiches 
and salads upward of $15 and entrees in the 
$20-$25 range. The menu, which incorporates 
local and organic ingredients while staying 
true to Mantuano’s contemporary Italian style, 
offers a mix of gourmet sandwiches, salads 
and pastas, as well as entrees such as sesame- 
crusted whitefish and beef tagliata (thinly 
sliced) with polenta. The modern (of course) 
design comes courtesy of renowned local firm 
Dirk Denison Architects, with floor-to-ceiling 
windows overlooking Millennium Park and 
additional seating for 60 outdoors, adjacent 
to the Bluhm Family Terrance. Terzo Piano is 
accessible through the museum as well as the 
Nichols Bridgeway. It’s open for lunch daily (11 
a.m.-3 p.m.), with dinner hours Thursdays only. 


2. Special exhibits 

Extra space for the Art Institute’s previously 
condensed contemporary art collection is 
obviously the focus here, but we can’t help feeling 
giddy about the wing’s rotating special exhibits. 
Video artist Steve McQueen (not the actor, sorry) 
jump-starts the wing’s first-floor black box video 
installation with a 14-minute film about the 
making of rapper Tricky’s song, “Girls.” Across 
the hall, large-format heavyweight Cy Twombly 
warms up the special exhibit space in the Abbott 
Galleries through Sept. 13. Future exhibitors are 
still hush-hush, so stay tuned. 

3. Public space 

As much as the Modern Wing struts its gleaming 
art galleries, public space is another significant 
part of architect Renzo Piano’s design. So instead 
of fretting about the Art Institute’s forthcoming 
admission hike, take a free stroll on the 625- 
foot-long Nichols Bridgeway, which connects 
Millennium Park to the Modern Wing’s third-floor 
garden, Bluhm Family Terrace. Take in a bird’s- 
eye view of the city and browse a rotating stock 
of sculptures-first up is the oversized stone 
furniture from public-art designer Scott Burton. 
And speaking of free, visit the wing before May 23 
to tour it free of charge. 


4. Flying carpet 

We can’t think of a cooler name to give the 
Modern Wing’s sun-screen rooftop than 
“flying carpet.” The curved metal wings 
of this bad-boy shield transform harsh 
sunshine into dim light, ideal for viewing 
priceless contemporary masterpieces 
during the day. Not since the Milwaukee 
Art Museum’s winged Burke Brise Soleil 
have we seen a bit of architecture this 
Trekkie. Bonus points for saving the wing 
20 percent on electricity consumption. 

5. Opening day 

Nothing says party like a big ribbon and 
an oversized pair of scissors. Attend the 
Modern Wing’s ribbon cutting and public 
unveiling at 10 a.m. Saturday and take in 
the daylong festivities on Monroe Street, 
including performances by Swing Gitan, 
Muntu Dance Theatre of Chicago, the 
Maxwell Street Klezmer Band and others. 
At 11 a.m., Hubbard Street Dance Chicago 
performers christen the gallery with their 
thoroughly modern moves. Want an official 
rundown of the wing’s architecture? Attend 
free gallery talks at 11 a.m., 1 p.m. or 3 p.m. 
daily through the end of the month.

Origins: Naledge-along 
with his former University of 
Pennsylvania schoolmate, 
Double 0-caught the attention 
of Chicagoan John Monopoly 
(one of Kanye West’s managers) 
while living and performing in 
LA as Kidz in the Hall in 2005. 
The group, a hit on the Internet 
and internationally, are together, 
but Naledge is going solo on his 
album “The Chicago Picasso.” 
Distinguishing feature: 
Versatility. “Nobody knows 
what I’m going to say next,” 
said Naledge, who lives in 
South Shore.

Buzz building: Terror credits his 
career growth to the Web.

Origins: GLC, a native South 
Sider signed to Kanye West’s 
GOOD Music label, has been 
“grinding for a while,” according 
to Seandale Hunley of Power 92 
(92.3-FM) and “Raw TV” on Fox 
Chicago. 

Distinguishing feature: “He’s 
very real and talented lyrically,” 
Seandale said of GLC, whom 
he described as humble and 
hardworking. “A lot of people 
can relate to him because 
they’re cut from the same cloth.” 
Buzz building: “I’ve been 
constantly grinding, staying 
productive and being creative,” 
GLC said. “I’ve dropped eight or 
nine mixtapes .... I also go hard 
as far as viral campaigns go.” 

Fake Shore Drive blogger 
Andrew Barber is so impressed 
with GLC that he asked him to be 
part of a mixtape collaboration 
also set to feature Rhymefest 
and Lupe Fiasco. “His lyrics are 
incredible,” Barber, 28, said of 
the artist, who will appear on the 
soon-to-be-released “Fake Shore 
Drive & Timbuck2 Present: The 
Fake Shore Drive Mixtape.” 

Big break: GLC’s single, “Big 
Screen,” which features West, 
is in rotation on Power 92, 
Seandale said. The video for the 
track debuted on BET’s “106 & 
Park” last month. 

What’s next: GLC will perform 
May 21 at The Wild Hare, 3530 N. 
Clark St. His official solo debut, 
“Love, Life and Loyalty” is set 
to debut between July and 
September, GLC said.

Hip-hop music, particularly 
old school, is huge in Europe. 
The appetite for complex lyrics, 
jazzy beats and context is insa- 
tiable, local rappers told RedEye. 
Naledge said he travels to Europe 
four times a year, and GLC said 
that during his tours with Kanye 
West, he was amazed by interna- 
tional fans “losing their minds” 
over him. (Eat your heart out, 
Hasselhoffl) 

But sometimes even the most 
well-traveled MCs get lost in 
translation. 

GLC wasn’t sure why he was the 
object of so much eyeballing dur- 
ing a 2007 trip to a Burger King 
in Stockholm. But the mystery 
unfolded when one of the men who 
was staring at him walked up and 
asked, “Are you GLC? Welcome to 
Burger King!” 

“He didn’t even work there,” 
GLC said, laughing and imitating 
the thick accent. “He just wanted 
to welcome me and probably didn’t 
know very much English. Ell never 
forget it.” 

While visitingjapan last summer, 
Mic Terror said he met high-rank- 
ing members of the infamous crimi- 
nal organization called Tchkuza. 

“Someone took me over to meet 
these guys and he told me they were 
Yakuza,” Terror said with a laugh. 
The men smiled and nodded, but 
didn’t say much, he recounted. 
“They were all nice, but some of 
them were missing fingers.” 

Some Europeans are so intense 
in their hip-hop fervor that they’ve 
even stumped the MC known as 
Naledge. Overseas interviewers 
ask a lot of questions about hip- 
hop history, the South Shore rap- 
per said. 

“I think because they feel like 
outsiders looking in, they have 
to be that much more respectful 
of the art form and the history,” 
Naledge said. “I’ve been in inter- 
views where I’ve thought, ‘You 
know way too much about hip- 
hop.’ They’ll be asking me: ‘Do 
you remember this random B-side 
of a vinyl from a CappadonnaP’ Or 
they’ll quote lyrics in questions and 
I’ll have to say, ‘Um, sorry, I don’t
